GERMAN SHIPS CRIPPLED 
ON ORDERS FROM BERIIN? 


Some U. S. Officials So Explain 
the Concerted Disabling 
: of Vessels. 


Washington, February 6.—Every one 
of seventeen war-bound German mer- 
chant ships examined by American of- 
ficials at Philippine ports since the 
break with Germany has been so hadly 
damaged by her crew that six months 
or more would be required to make any 
of them seaworthy. An official report 
today said that of the twenty-three 
vessels tied up in the islands all but 
six had been inspected, and none had 
been found which @6uld be put inte 
condition without a large expenditure 
of dime and money. 

So widespread and thorough has been 
the concerted disabling of German 
ships in American ports that some of-

AMERICAN SHIPPING 
WAITS ON WASHINGTON 


Louis Still in Port — All 
Standard Oil Ships Be- 
ing Held.

New York, February 6.—The Ameri- 
can line announced tonight that the 
ateamship St. Louis, detained here since 
last Saturday because of the interna- 
tional situation, would not sail] for 
Liverpool “berore noon Thursday.” 
Persons who had booked passage on 
the liner had previously been nutified 
that the St. Louis would not depart 
“before noon tomorrow.” The officers 
of the company, in explaining their 
decision again to defer the vessel's 
sailing, asserted they still were await- 
ing word from the state department at 


Washington. 

The tension in shipping circles caus- 
ed by the sailing from Liverpool on 
January 31 of the Kroonland and on 
February 3 of the New York, now said 
to be e only American passenger 
ships at sea, was lessened today by the 
announcement that both were clear of 
the European war zone. 

While anxiety felt by American ship 
owners pending a more definite turn of 
affairs resulted in the Standard Oil 
company ordering all of its ships en- 
gaged in trans-Atlantic service held in 
port, British owners apparently were 
not worried. The "hite Star 
Cretic, with 102 passengers, 
whom were Americans, sailed for Med- 
iterranean ports today on schedule 
time. She carried a large cargo and 
on her stern was mounted a three-inch 
gun. 

The only change announced by a for- 
eign steamship company, as a result 
of she resumption of Germany’s unre- 
Stricted submarine warfare, was the 
decision of the Cunard line today to 
discontinue the practice of making pub- 
lic lists of persons engaging passage 
on its vessels. No explanation for this 
action was forthcoming.

“The German submarine commander 
then demanded off from the Westwego, 
his demands being accompanied by 
threats to sink the ship if it refused. 

“The claim to take the interests of 
neutrals into consideration, put for- 
ward in the German wireless message 
of February 5, is not strengthened by 
this report from the master of a neu- 
tral ship.” 


MANY SHIPS SUNK 
BY GERMAN U-BOATS. 


London, February 6.—Lloyds reports

The 
last reports on her movements was on 
November 12 last when she left Port 
Natal for Dakar;

The Russian steamer Cerera, of 3,512 
tons gross, is believed to have been 
sunk, Lloyds also reports.

Soil Improvement Day. 

The “Soil Improvement Day” program 
proved of greatest interest to a large 
number of farmers and fertilizer deal- 


ers yesterday. Four speakers were 
heard in brief, interesting speeches as 
they dealt with some of the frundamen- 
tal problems of soil building in the 
south. 

The program was in charge of the 
Southern Fertilizer association. Presl- 
dent Harry Hodgson, of Athens, made 
the introagumory address and told of 
the work which the association is un- 
dertaking in the way of service fur the 
farmer, especially of the new depar- 
ture of the association in establishing 
the Farm Service association witmu a 
corps of experts in charge, with head- 
quarters in Atlanta. Education of 
tarmers through right information he 
believed the important thing to be ac- 
complished to make agriculture more 
prosperous. 

Professor J. N. Harper, director of the 
Southern Fertilizer Association’s Tarm 
Service association, was introduced by 
President Hedgson, who, in a fifteen- 
minute talk stressed some of the fun- 
damental nécessities of agriculture in 
the south, dwelling upon what things 
are necessary for soil improvement. 
One of the main needs of southern 
soils, he said, was organic matter, 
which he = said could be provided 
through manure, green cover crops and 
turning under the stubble and crops of 
i various kinds. Nitrogen, phosphorous 
and potash are all lacking in southern 
s0ils and have to be supplied to obtain 
maximum yields. Cotton especially 
needs to be well fertilized to force rap- 
id maturity under boll weevil condi- 
| tions. 
| Professor J. C. Pridmore, agronomist 
'of the Southern Fertilizer association, 
| using charts and maps, spoke for fif- 
teen minutes in a very instructive way, 
j} holding the attention of his hearers 
/ on how to improve crop yields. Plant- 
| breeding and seed selection, better 
| farming systems were referred to, bur 
ihe spoke especially of feeding crops 
' what they needed for maximum yield. 

' Successful Farming Hequires Education 


No longer did intelligent people say 
{that anybody could be a farmer, but 
' more and more it is being realized that 

to be a successful farmer requires edu- 
cation, especially a kKnowleage of the 
soil and itS requirements. He empha- 
sized che “know how” kind of farm- 
i ing. 

| president Andrew M. Soule, of the 
| Georgia State College of Agriculture, 
was introduced by #tresident Hodgson 
as the man who could have been paid 
$100,UU00 ‘for the last ten years and

‘it. “Georgia’s Million Dollar Man’ he

A rousing speech of an hour held the 
‘crowd speiibound. Some original and 
| very important data about Georgia ar- 
' riculture were presented by President 
| Soule for the first time. It covered 
| plant tood content of various kinds of 
soils in Georgia and he results of fer- 
| tilizer tests on these soils. For a farim- 
/ er to ignore the requirements of his 
| SOl1, Dr. Soule said, was no better than 
, the man who bought a fine horse and 
| Kept it locked up in a stable without 
‘food till it starved ¢o death. 

| No proposition confronting Georgia 
| today, he said, was comparable to that 
of the vonservation and utilization of 
the resources of the soil. The charts 
which were showed indicated that in 
all Georgia soils there was need of 
phospherous and nitrogen. Many of 
these svils would never be able to grow 
, profitable crops until these deficiencies 
of the soil are supplied. No land pro- 
‘ducing less than a half bale of cotton 
to the acre and less than 20 bushels of 
‘corn to the acre was profitable. Soil 
analyses shown on charts revealed that 
unless these elements were supplied 
that in many instances there would be 
no profit. He urged the use of acid 
phosphate in helping out cotton un- 
der boll weevil conditions. He depre- 
cated the sale of rock phosphate to 
take the place of acid phosphate and 
showed results of experiments of the 
college indicating that rock phosphate 
would not meet the requirements of 
cowon under boll weevil conditions. 

Liberal use of fertilizer, enough to 
make up the shortage of plant food in 

the soil and sufficient to get the big- 
gest possible gains, was urged. Farm- 
ers should set a high standard of crop 
roneeten and feed the plants accord- 
ingly. 

The early application of fertilizers at 
planting time was advocated in pref- 
erence to different applications through 
the Srowing season. Results of exper- 
iments in favor of this were shown. 
Dr. Soule closed his address by refer- 
ence to a chart on which he had indi- 
cated how the ‘state of Georgia was 
losing $100,000,000 a year xhrough 
leaching, erosion, insufficient farm 
machinery, neglect to fertilize suffi- 
ciently and through the use of poor 
seed. 

President Haden, of the state cham- 
ber of commerce, thanked the South- 
ern Fertilizer association for the high- 
ly-instruotive program, as the conciud- 
ing speaker.

GERMAN TRENCHES 
TAKEN BY BRITISH 


About 1,000 Yards Captured 

on Somme Front—British 
Also Gain Against Turks 
on the Tigris. 


New York, February 6.—(By Associ- 
ated Press. From European Cables of 
the Day.)—The occupation of about a 
thousand yards of German trenches 
by the British in the region of Grand- 
court, southwest of Bapaume, in 
France, represents the greatest gain 
by any of the  belligerents on any 
front announced in the latest official 
communications. No fighting was re- 
quired to take the new position, the 
London war office reporting that the 
Germans offered no opposition to the 
British troops. On the remainder of 
the front in France spirited artillery 
duels alone have prevailed. 

In Galicia, south of Kiselin and 
southwest of Brody, the Germans es- 
sayed attacks against the Russians, 
but, according to Petrograd, all of 
them failed. 

In Rumania quiet continues to pre- 
vail. In the Austro-Italian theater, 
bombardments alone are taking place. 
On the Macedonia front, in Cerna river 
bend and on the Struma river low- 
lands, there has been considerable 
fighting, but with the results un- 
known. 

Constantinople reports that in 
cent attacks on the Turks near Kut- 
el-Amara the British lost not less 
than 2,000, aside from men made pris- 
oner.

FRENCH STOP 
GERMAN RAIDS. 


Payis, kebruary 6.—Two German 
raids last night on the Verdun front 
at lLouvemont and Eparges gained no 
success, the war office reports. An 
attack on I*rench trenches near Parroy 
forest reached the first line but the 
Germans were ejected immediately by 
a counter attack. 

In the region of Aspach, in Alsace, 
three I*rench reconnoitering parties 
penetrated the German lines, destroy- 
ing shelters and returned without 
losses. 

The announcement follows: 

“On the right bank of the Meuse 
two surprise attacks by the enemy, 
one east of Louvemont, the other near 
}iparges, were broken up by our fire. 
In Lorraine during the night the ene- 
my, after a violent bombardment, at- 
tacked one of our trenches northeast 
ot the forest of Parroy. Part of ene- 
my troops which penetrated to our 
first line was driven out immediately 
by a counter attack. 

“In the region of Ancerviller we 
captured a German patrol. In Alsace, 
in the vicinity of Aspach (northwest 
ot Altkirch) after artillery preparation 
French reconnoitering parties pene- 
trated at three different points posi- 
tions of the Germans.g After blowing 
up their works and @estroying their 
shelters, our troops returned without 
having suffered losses.

TURKS ARE DRIVEN 
FROM SOUTH BANK

London, February 6.—British offen- 
sive on the Tigris front has made fur- 
ther important gains, according to an 
official announcement given out here 
today. The statement follows: 

“As a result of our successful as- 
sault of February 3 the enemy has 
evacuated the whole south bank of 
the Tigris east of the Hai-Tigris junc- 
tion, which ground we now occupy. 
West of the Hai the enemy has evac- 
uated his trenches to a line running 
due west from the Licorice factory 
which is situated northeast of the Hai- 
Tigris junction. 

“Further evidence points to the ene- 
my having suffered very severely in 
the recent fighting, 600 dead having 
been already counted as a result of 
our assault on the , 

“Our cavalry returning from _ the 
raid operated against Shumran, shel- 
ling enemy camps and trenches with 
good effect.” 


Berlin, February 6.—(Via Sayville.) 
The British lost at least 2,000 men in 
killed in their attack on the Turkish 
lines south of the Tigris near Kut-el- 
Amara on February 1, Turkish army 
headquarters announces in its report 
of February 2. The attack was a fail- 
ure, the statement declares. 

The statement says: 

“After heavy artillery preparation 
the enemy attacked our positions south 
of the Tigris on February 1. He suc- 
ceeded at the beginning in penetrating 
our first position, but was ejected by 
a counter attack. 

“During this attack the enemy suf- 
fered greater losses than during the 
previous most sanguinary engagements 
which have taken place on the Irak 
front. Before the front of one of our 
infantry regiments more than _ 1,000 
dead lay. The total enemy losses in 
killed were not less than 2,000. We 
captured forty-one of the British. If 
the British soldiers had not been fired 
at and annihilated by their own artil- 
lery when they attempted to surren- 
der the number of prisoners would be 
much larger.

Secretaries Daniels and Baker went 
over plans for strengthening the army 
and navy.

Mr. Baker 
declared there were no changes in the 
plans for returning national guard 
units now along the ‘Mexican border. 

President Wilson devoted his entire 
day tu the German situation. His only 
caller outside of the cabinet members 
was Henry Morgenthau, former ambas- 
sador to turkey. He read with graxi- 
fication offers from manulacturing ana 
business concerns in all parts of the 
United States to assist the government 
in every possible way with their plants. 
These offers were forwarded tc the 
war and navy departmenas, and many 
will be taken advantage of in case oi 
war. 

So far it was indicated after the 
cabinet meeting, no definite word has 
been received by the state department 
that any other neutral nasional con- 
templates severing diplomatic relations 
with Germany. From the first it has 
been doubted in some official quarters 
whether any of the neutrals would take 
decided action. 

Question of Austria-Hungary. 

The question of severance of rela- 
tions with Austria-Hungary still re- 
mains undecided. It was admitted of- 
ficially far the first time that the dual 
monarchy had sent a@ note somewhat 
similar to Germany. It was explained 
that the note was not identical and that 
the purpose was not entirely clear. In- 
quiries have been sent to Ambassador 
Penfield at Vienna, asking for a more 
complete and detailed statement of 
Austria’s position. 

The problem of how _ to protect 
American merchant ships in their right 
to travel through Germany’s blockade 
zone is being given earnest considera- 
tion, but as yet no decision has been 
reached. The subject is stated to be 
complex beyond almost any other that 
the state department has handled, and 
it is declared impossible to give the 
immediate ruling asked for by Ameri- 
can shippers. For the present the de- 
partment is standing on its original 


announcement to shippers that while - 


sailing now is attended with danger 
both to themselves and the country, 
they have an inalienable right to go 
out if they so desire. j

NEUTRALS FAL 
10,JOIN WILSON 


‘Switzerland Declines to 
Break With Germany, and 
Spain Is Expected to Take 


| Similar Action. 


February 6.—Informa- 
tion that Switzerland will not adopt 
President Wilson’s suggestion, that in 
| the interest of world peace other neu- 
,trals follow the lead of the United 
| States and break off diplomatic rela- 
{tions with Germany, was received here 
,;today. So far as is known this is the 
,first response. 

| Spain’s taking over of American in- 
‘terests in Germany and Switzerland's 
‘similar action for German _ interests 
‘here are interpreted as removing both 
those neutrals from participation in the 
break in relations. 

Spain is the largest neutral now free 
| from entanglement in the world war 
and is by far the best equipped diplo- 
! matically to serve as an intermediary 
between the belligerent groups. The 
practical certainty that an American 
break with <Austria also cannot be 
avoided makes it more desirable than 
ever that Spain should remain outside 
the struggle. 

BRAZIL’S REPLY 
TO GERMAINY. 

Rio Janeiro, February 6.—The Jornal 
de Commercio will publish Brazil’s note 
to Germany tomorrow, apparently hav- 
ing received it from an official source. 
|The note will be published after it has 
been sent to Berlin. Several American 
countries have already been informed 
of the attitude of Brazil. 

The Jornal says that the note will 
defend with firmness the principles of 
international law and the interest of 
Brazil. The paper adds that the Bra- 
zilian government will act with pru- 
dence and with no intention of provok- 
ing a conflict. “Brazil,” concludes The 
Jornal, “has never. entered and will 
never enter such a struggle unless it 
is forced into it by the action of an- 
other.” 

According to The Correio de Manha, 
the Brazilian note to Germany states 
that the action of Germany in regard 
to submarine warfare not only is in 
contravention of international law, but 
is a menace to Brazilian travelers on 
the seas. At a meeting of the council 
of ministers Dr. Lauro Muller, minister 
of foreign affairs, is reported to have 
said that President Braz did not con- 
sider intervention by Brazil in the war 
to be expedient. The naval minister 
made a report on the present naval 
situation of the country and various 
military measures relating to the neu- 
trality of Brazil were adopted. 
SPAIN’S ANSWER 
TO WILSON’S NOTE. 

Madrid, February 6.—(Via Paris.)— 
The government has prepared a reply 
to the communication from Washing- 
ton inviting neutrais to associate them- 
selves with the United States in 
policy regarding the German naval 
measures. 

The reply will be submitted to the 
leaders of the minority parties and 


then passed upon finally by the cabi- 
net, It may be made public tomorrow. 


HOLLAND PROTESTS 


TO GERMANY. 

The Hague, February 6.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—Holland has protested strongly 
against Germany's decree of unrestrict- 
ed submarine warfare, but the press is 
silent as to the government’s action. 
The foreign office refuses to give any 
details as to the course adopted by the 
administration. 

The Nieuwe Rotterdamsche Courant, 
while expressing the fullest confidence 
in the government, complains that the 
country does not know what the stand- 
point of the administration is. 

The Courant expresses surprise at 
President Wilson’sst cementin regard 
to other neutral powers following the 
example of the United States and asks 
whether the president’s expectation isa 
based on foreknowledge or merely sup- 
position. It adds: 

“We do not know the attitude nor the 
action of our government on the ques- 
tion of ruthless submarine warfare, but 
it may conceivably view matters from

a different angle to that of the United 
States.” 


The Courant then compares  Ameri- 
ca’s abundance of grain, coal and steel 
with Holland’s scarcity of these ar- 
ticles, all of which she nfust import. A 
comparison is also made between Hol- 
land's centiguous position to Ger- 
many, with an open eastern frontier, as 
compared with America’s remoteness 
from the war arena, and the paper cop- 
cludes that the Dutch government must 
consider factors which do not exist in 
America and which may modify its de-

Entente losses have been 73 per cent 
of the total, and Teutonic 20 per cent, 
according to these statistics.

For the fourth time the veto of a literacy 
test to immigration by a president of the 
United States has been overridden by con- 
gress, the last immigration measure, lit- 
eracy test and all, being enacted by a wide 
margin, despite President Wilson’s disap- 
proval of it. 

Twice President Wilson had, by his veto, 
branded the literacy test clause of the act 
as dangerous, un-American, un-democratic 
and discriminatory. President Taft before 
him had disapproved the bill upon the same 
broad grounds, and even before Taft, Presi- 
dent Grover Cleveland had, by his veto of it, 
established the precedent. 

This congress, however, has placed itself 
on record as being determined, in the face 
of all of the good reasons three presidents 
have gtven for opposing the policy, to close 
our gates to the hard-handed, honest, indus- 
trious peasant in search of freedom and op- 
portunity to acquire under our democracy 
those blessings of liberty and education 
withheld from him in the old world, and yet 
to admit the fiery, cunning agitator of glib 
tongue and poisonous pen in preference. 

The former class constitutes the type 
from which some of the best of our Ameri- 
can citizenship today is descended. To it 
belonged many of the founders of the Nna- 
tion, the home-builders, the developers of 
the country. Many of the argonauts who

in adopting a resolution favorable to a 
repeal of the constitutional requirement 
that any Georgia municipality may bond 
itself only upon the affirmation of two- 
thirds of the voters registered before the 
last general election, the Atlanta city coun- 
cil has done wisely, and it is to be hoped 
that the general assembly will act on the 
suggestion. 

Under the law as it now stands, every 
registered voter who dies or moves away 
between the date of registration and that 
of the bond election, or who might be ill, 
or who might purposely absent himself 
from the polls upon election day, is counted 
as having voted negative to the Lond pro- 
posal. Thus it might easily happen that a 
bond issue proposal would be won or lost by 
dead men or absentees or both.

The law should be changed so as to require 
a vote of two-thirds of the registered voters 
voting to carry a bond issue—not two-thirds 
of the names of people who were registered 
voters at one time, one or two years ago, 
and who might be, at the time their votes 
are being tallied, either in their graves, on 
a cruise of the Mediterranean or living in 
Honolulu. It would at least leave the living 
voters of a city in control of the city’s 


destinies.

This Girl’s Mistake 
Was in Not Waiting 
For His Reformation 


Instead She Married Her Lover to 
Reform Him, and the Divorce 


Court Followed.

She married him to reform him. That's 
the story of Mrs. J——, divorcee. Except for 
a few distinctive details, it's the same old 
story of marital weariness that has endured 
through the ages. A 

But these details are interesting. And 
they involve two humanly interesting char- 
acters. So let them be narrated as Mrs. J—— 
told them to me: 

She was a working girl of the higher 
class; private secretary to a man of polit- 
ical and business influence. Self-sufficient, 
sedately pretty, reserved in dress and manner, 
she attracted a goodly number of men who 
moved within her sphere. 

But they were of the same self-sufficient, 
business-like class of herself, prim, clerical, 
efficient, churchly. Her own words describe 
them best:

A Colorless Life. 

“Eminent respectability was written 
through my life like the motif of a colorless 
lullaby,” says this woman.

I read everything I could 
lay hands on—magazines, books from the li- 
brary, mostly novels. And literature was my 
only contact with the red-blooded world.” 

Snug in her reading chair, her mind and 
heart grew vibrant with a taste of the actual 
world.

The 
habit of the insect is to hibernate for the 
winter in retreats protecting it from the 
ordinary cold of an ordinary southern win- 
ter; and when the temperature drops below 
the average, the result is disastrous to the 
weevil. 

However, undoubtedlv there will be 
enough survivors to warrant the Georgia 
farmer in using caution in the spring 
and not changing his plans to diversify his 
crops; and all crops next year should do 
better because of the harsh winter weather 
of the last few days, for, while the weevil] 
has been freezing, there is no question that 
billions of other forms of insect pests suf- 
fered a like fate and the 1917 crops will fee] 
the benign effects of it. 

In still another way the frost has helped 
the farmer, and that is in the very freezing 
of the surface soil. Any soil is better for a 
thorough freezing once in a while. Jt seems 
to be Nature’s chosen mode of cultivation.

up and leaves it loose that the air might 
filter through and inoculate it with the nitro- 
gen that plant life most craves.

WILL PROSPER BY WAR

‘Farmers need not be alarmed,” says Pres- 


ident Andrew M. Soule, of the Georgia State 


College of Agriculture, who was iD Atlanta 
Tuesday attending the Southeastern Land 
show. “The war is not going to hurt the 
farmers. In fact, the farmer must do all he 
can to meet the great demands which war 
will create. In all the nations now engased . 
in war, farm products are commanding high 
prices, and, whether this country enters wat 
or not, there will still be a great world 8 
mand for farm products and consequent hig 
prices. 

“While the submarine may get some of 
the ships that carry farm products from the 
United States to Europe, it will not get them 
all, and probably very few of them. But, 
whether the submarine is successful or not, 
the demand for our farm crops in Europe will 
continue, and there must be shipments made. 
They cannot get along without our crops. 

“The southern farmer should try to meet 
the emergency by growing as large crops 4s 
possible. Prices will be attractive. So many 
Producers will be drawn into channels of 
war, if actual war comes, that it will be even 
more difficult than it is now to supply the 
world demand for our crops. 

“While excited Wall street may influence 
prices of farm crops for a day, it requires 
no seer to figure out that more war means 
greater demand for farm crops. 

“The southern farmer should go after the 
biggest yields possible. Naturally, labor 
shortage in consequence of possible war 
would indicate that it is the part of wisdom 
to plant the best seed obtainable in a thor- 
oughly prepared seed bed, to use a liberal 
amount of fertilizer and cultivate inten- 
sively.” 

War Will Create Demand for Cotton. 

“War will not hurt the south’s agricul- 
ture,” says President Harry Hodgson, of the 
Southern Fertilizer association, who was in 
Atlanta Tuesday attending the Southeastern 
Land show. ‘‘Whether there is war or peace,” 
he continued, “there is every reason to be- 
lieve that what the farmers of the south have 
to sell this year will command splendid 
prices. 

“Take cotton, for instance. Europe must 
have it. It will continue to be shipped from 
our ports, whether it ever reaches its desti- 
nation or not. Every pound that Neptune gets 
the intenser will be the demand. If this 
country is launched into war, instantly there 
will be increased demands for cotton from 
the government for war purposes. 

“What has been said of the outlook for 
cotton is equally true of cotton seed and its 
products, also of corn, peanuts and their 
products, of soy beans and their products; in 
fact, of everything that the farmers of the 
south are raising. 

“Nothing, therefore, need disturb the 
southern farmer in a purpose to plant largely 
and make use of the great opportunities 
which high prices have created for him, Good 
prices, of course, mean that he should get 
the largest possible yields if he is to get all 
that is his privilege to get. He should pre- 
pare the best seed bed, plant the best possi- 
ble seed, and fertilize liberally. 

Boll Weevil the South’s Enemy. 
“The only enemy that need worry the 


southern farmer very much is the one from 
Mexico, the boll weevil. If the cotton farmers 
will enlist for this fight and follow strictly 
the orders of the best agricultural authorities, 
this enemy of the southern farmer can be 
held in check sufficiently to admit of making 
use of the high price of cotton to the best 
advantage. 

“One means of warfare against the boll 
weevil, in which the southern farmer is well 
equipped, is acid phosphate. It is this element 


‘of fertilizer that has to do largely with the 


fruiting of plants, and agricultural authori- 
ties are all recommending liberal use of fer- 
tilizers containing a high percentage of acid 
phosphate, to hasten maturity of cotton un- 
der boll weevil conditions. Holland is buying 
acid phosphate from the south at $55 per ton, 
which is about three times as much as the 
southern farmer:-pays for acid phosphate in 
his fertilizer. 

“War clouds are never welcomed, but, 
since they must arise, let’s take a look at 
the silver lining, take courage and help our 
country, while helping ourselves, in raising 
the largest possible crops to meet the de- 
mands of the day.” 


MANY LOCAL PLANTS 
MIGHT BE DIVERTED 
FOR USES FOR ARMY 


Should there be a break in the interna- 
tional relations of the United States, calling 
for the equipment and maintenance of a large 
fighting force, the United States government 
is in possession of a survey of the manufac- 
turing facilities of the leading cities of the 
United States, including Atlanta, which might 


be diverted to uses in the manufacture of 
war munitions and supplies. 

The survey, conducted under the supervi- 
sion of the naval consulting board, was made 
in Atlanta last spring, showing that there 
are some 200 manufacturing plants in Atlanta 
which could be converted into munitions and 
war supplies manufactories. 

The survey was made for the naval con- 
sulting board by a local commission composed 
of A. M. Schoen, chairman; G. R. Solomon, Os- 
car 'Elsas, S. W. McCallie and F. N. Smalley.

President Soule Corrects 
Report of His Address 


Editor Constitution: My attention has 
just been called to a published report. with 
reference to the meeting of business men, 
bankers and farmers recently held at Macon 
by the Georgia State College of Agriculture 
in co-operation with the Georgia Bankers’ 
association for the purpose of discussing the 
boll weevil situation. 

This statement credits me with saying 
that the “farmers of Randolph county paid 
no attention to the advice given by the agri- 


-Cultural experts of the state college, and as 


a result raised no cotton the past season. On 
the other hand, Decatur county took preven- 
tive measures and raised an average of one 
bale an acre, Decatur county is right in the 
midst. of the territory which the weevil 
has already invaded.” Permit me to say that 
this statement does an injustice to Randolph 
county, which possesses in the person of Mr. 
W. J. Boyett, a graduate of the College of 
Agriculture, one of the ablest and most ag- 
gressive county agents employed in the state. 
Mr. Boyett conducted a very active cam- 
paign against the weevil in Randolph county 
last year. That he was constantly on the 
job and that his people believe in him and 
support him is shown by the fact that on 
several occasions he got planters residing in 
Cuthbert out of bed and out on their planta- 
tions by 3 or 4 o’clock on Monday mornings 
to see that their help properly picked the 
weevils in the early part of the growing 
season, 

As a matter of fact, the farmers in Ran- 
dolph county who followed the advice and 
instruction of the agent raised cotton quite 
as successfully last year as those of Decatur 
county. I believe there was a decrease of ap- 
proximately 4,000 bales in each of these 
counties as compared with the record made 
in 1915. Since the weevil infestation in these 
areas was very bad, the county agent and the 
citizens generally are to be commended for 
the splendid fight they made against this 
pest, and if they will just keep the fight 
up with increasing vim and vigor from year 
to year they will still be able to grow a very 
considerable percentage of cotton in the 
counties in question. 

I have written this brief statement to cor- 
rect an injustice to an able and capable agent 
and to people who deserve commerdation for 
the energy with which they conducted the 
fight against the weevil last year. I regret 
that through any inadvertence the statement 
in question sffould have been given publicity, 
as lam sure my remarks were misunderstood 
by whoever reported the same, and 1 ask your 
indulgence and kindness in giving publicity 
to this statement, that the unmerited injustice 
Gone Randolph county may be corrected in 
the minds of your large circle of readers.

HEADQUARTERS OPENED 
BY ATLANTA RED CROSS 


Headquarters for the local chapter of the 
American Red Cross were opened in Atlanta 
yesterday at 116 Peachtree street. The work 
of recruiting the organization is being ener- 
getically pushed by a committee of promi- 
nent citizens, with encouraging results, it 
was said. 


A meeting to inaugurate the holding of 
classes for first aid work was held Tuesday 
at the home of Mrs. Richard W. Johnston, 
1207 Peachtree road. Sidney F. Morgan, of 
the National Red Cross, addressed the meet- 
ing, telling how this work should be begun. 

In response to a telegram from Postmas- 
ter Bolling H. Jones, chairman of the Red 
Cross organization movement here. Elliott 
Wadsworth, of the national headquarters, 
wired a statement which follows in part, 
showing what the Red Cross stands for today 
and ae the Atlanta chapter can assist in the 
Work: 

“The American Red Cross, 
1905, “has close official relations with the 
government, the president of the United 
States being president of the society, with 
other national officers. It is the only volun- 
teer organization authorized by the govern- 
ment to aid the army and navy in time of 
war. 

“The chief purposes of the society are to 
furnish volunteer aid to the sick and wound- 
ed of the armies in time of war, fff accord- 
ance with the spirit and conditions of the 
treaty of Geneva, and to carry on a system 
of national and 
of peace in mitigating sufferings caused by 
pestilence, famine, fire, floods and other great 
calamities. 

“The members organize in local chapters 
to carry on first aid instruction, town and 
country nursing, home nursing, organization 
of base hospitals, sanitary train detachments 
and other kindred activities. They are pre- 
pared also to furnish relief in civilian dis- 
aster. 

“The American Red Cross has assisted the 
Red Cross nursing service, enrolled over 7,600 
nurses, twenty-one army base hospitals, with 
a capacity of 10,500 patients, organized with 
medical and nursing staffs selected from the 
leading civic hospitals in the country. In- 
struction on first aid and prevention of acci- 
dents during past year was given to over 
91,000 people engaged in hazaydous occupa- 
tions. 

“First aid certificates were granted after 
examination to 9,000 persons. Instruction for 
women in home nursing, elementary hygiene 
and first aid given to over 6,500 pupils. Since 
the organization of the society in 1905 it has 
been active in over a hundred relief opera- 
tions, receiving and disbursing funds at a 
value of over a million dollars a year. 

“The American Red Cross is dedicated to 
neutralitv and humanity. It has a member- 
ship of 300,000 and is rdpidly growing, yet 
compares unfavorably with the Red Cross of 
Japan, which has a membership of nearly 
two million, and with Russia, which has a 
membership of over one million. 

“Atlanta should have a strong, energetic 
chapter to co-operate with*metropolitan chap- 
ters all over the country in work of benefi- 
cence and service.”

Editor Constitution: In the federal prison 
in Atlanta Ben F. York, a mountaineer, is 
serving a sentence for “moonshining.” In the 
wilds of Lookout mountain in Dade county 
his wife and*‘four little children are huddled 
in an old log cabin, half naked, barefooted, 
and at the point of starvation. 

When the cabin was visited by the writer, 
the mother and four children were huddled 
around an old mud-and-stone fireplace, shiv- 
ering from cold and pale and sallow from 
want of food. There are in the family one 
little baby still in its mother’s arms, a little 
girl 3 years old, a boy 6 years and a boy 
of 10. 

Now if any of the kind and generous- 
hearted citizen of Georgia wish to help this 
poverty-stricken little family, any old dis- 
carded shoes or clothing would add greatly 
to their comfort. Persons desiring to send 
small amounts of clothing could send pack- 
ages to Mrs. B. F. York, Head River, Ga., as 
once a week the 10-year-old boy trudges to 
the little mountain postoffice 4 miles away 
and asks anxiously if there is a letter from 
“Daddy.” Of course, if anyone should be so 
generous as to send a larger box, it would 
be sent to Sulphur Springs, Ga., the nearest 
railroad station, which is 8 miles away, but 
the good citizens of that place would see that 
same was safely delivered.

WILL ASK U. S. COURT 
TO ADVANCE LOTT CASE 


Governor Harris, at the request of the au- 
thorities of Coffee county, Tuesday ordered 
Attorney General Cliff Walker to file with 
the United States supreme court a motion to 
have the appealed case of G. Washington 
Lott vs. the state advanced upon the calen- 
dar of the court.

Washington, February 6.—Republi- 
cans opposing the confirmation of Dr.

| New York, February 6.—The German 
btockade declaration has not delaved

Thousands of fathers who are send- 
ing their children to the public schools 
are not paying a dollar of taxes, ac- 
cording to the city marshal’s office. 

These thousands, or the most of them, 
it is said, are able to pay personal 
taxes, but do not make returns. In 
other words, the charge is made that 
parents who have the full benefit of 
the city free schools are among the 
tax dodgers. 

In the marshal’s office close check- 
ing is now going on. This is being 
done with the lists furnished by the 
board of education at the request of 
the marshal’s office. When a child is 
entered in the public schools the names 
and addresses of parents are register- 
ed. These lists are being checked with 
the ¢ax digest for last year. 

Many Notices Will Be Served. 

The indications are that thousands 
of notices will be served to parents 
who send their children to school but 
who do not pay any taxes. 

When this was done to a limited ex- 
tent last year, the notices were mark- 
ed “S. T..” which was a memorandum 
to let the marshal’s office know why 
such notices sent out. From this 
many people were led to believe that a 
school tax was being levied. This was 
the cause of some confusion and no 
little complaint.

T0 REMAIN AT POSTS 


American Agents Will Not 
Leave Belgium Unless 
War Is Declared. 


London, February 6.—Categorical 
assurances from the German govern- 
ment that it does not intend to inter- 
fere with the feeding of civilians in 
Belgium and northern France were re- 
ceived today at the local office of 
the Belgian relief commission. Un- 
der these assurances, it was stated, 
the American agents of the commis- 
sion may remain in the occupied zones 
unless War is declared and in that! 
event they would receive safe conduct. 

It also was stated that in event of 
war between the United States and 
Germany the organization would con- 
tinue its existence, but would discon- | 
tinue the work of distributing sup-'! 
plies, limiting itself to unloading the 
cargoes in Rotterdam, at which point! 
they would be turned over to some} 
neutral government to be distributed | 

This information is regarded here 
as considerably improving the Belgian | 
relief situation. The only hindrance : 
to the usual course of forwarding food 
to Belgium lies in the inability thus | 
far to reach an agreement as to the | 
routing of it through the submarine 
zone. Germany insists that it shall be, 
sent by the route north of Scotland 
while the British government stipu- 
lates that the-relief ships must con- 
tinue to use the English channel route 
by way of Falmouth; but the commis- 
sion hopes that some compromise may 
be reached by which the regular sail- 
ings can be resumed. 

Eight ships of the Commission for 
Relief in Belgium of an aggregate 
tonnage of 48,000 and carrying enor- 
mously valuable cargoes of wheat, ba- 
con and maize, are on the high seas, 
out of a total of 167,000 tons of ship- 
ping flying the commission's flag. 
Most of those carry the customary | 
safe conduct from the German cunsul | 
at the port of departure.
